on Ejeded others. 1his was agreeable to what the KING had 
firſt propos'd to them 3 both before privately, and afterward 
at the »:bhck opening of the Parliament: for #45 the Lord 
Chancellor, in their tirſt Adjournment, was order'd to tell them 


from the KING, in theſe Terms : 


That no ſort of Piety and Godlineſs, ſhould be turn'd in- 
to terms of {lander and reproach, or diſtinguiſh between the 
Court, the City, or the Country, He was corder*d further to tell 


tem, That ( by that favourable AZ for confirming of Miniſters) . 


his Majeſty was ſenſible he had gratify'd many worthy, and 
Pious Men, and ſuch as ſhould alway receive freſh evidence of 
his Majeſties favor and Kindneſs. 1n that Parliament be had this 
Diretton to tell them, Of the ſad conſideration, that the diffe- 
rences in Religion ſhould be the ground of Animoſities, Ma- 
lice and Revenge, Paſlions which the Divine Nature exceed- 
ingly abhor'd : That the Bloody Wars proceeded from thoſe Cons 
tentions : And that (however deſcanted on, by men that have 
2 mind to be Seditious} #5 juſt the ſame, what His preſent Majeſty 
was plea&?d to ſignify to be His Senſe toogin bis late Declaration for 


Indulgence. The Ld. Chancellor further declar*d,That the marks. 


of a true Church, were Charity to one another. He tells them, 
That this Diſquiſition had Coſt his Majeſty many a Sigh, many 
a Sad Hour: That he had taken pains to Compoſe them with 
Learned and Pious men of different Perſwaſions, which they 
ſhould ſhortly ſee by a Declaration he would Publiſh on that 
occaſion, by which they ſhould ſee his great Indulgence, to 


thoſe who can have a Protection from their Conſcience, to differ- 


from their brethren : Exhorting them all, to be but pleas'd 
themſelves, and perſwade others to be ſo. Tus ended that 
Seſſion, and was Adjourn'd to the Sixth of November fol- 
lowing.

Purſuant to theſe Gracious Sentiments of the Puince, and 
prudent Reſojutions of the Parliament; The KI N G, before 
their Meeting again, Publillt a Declaration, concerning Ecclee 
ſiaſtical Afﬀairs, full of gracious Conceſſions, to Reconcile all 
different Opinions in. Religion: And ſuch was the Peaceable 
Reſult of that Royal Indulgence, (for it was really no other) 
that all Subjefts ſeem'd to be ſatisfy*d ; all Differences recon- 
cil'd, and the Parliament it ſelf afterward giving the K IN G 
publick Thanks, for his Pious Inclination to Peace and Con- 
cord. To purſue it further, The Lord Chancellor had Liberty to 
offer Biſhopricks and Deanaries to thoſe that Labour'd for this 
Reconciliation 3 ſome accepted, others refuſed: a Commiſſion 
was ilſued out for an Agreement upon ſome Alterations in the 
Liturgy as were requiſite to ſatisfy ſome Tender Conſciences : 
And the Miniſters met upon it afterward at $07 Colledge, 
and wou'd. have agreed on a Model of Epiſcopacy. Here 
was an Agreement between KIN G, Parliament, and People ; 
but it was too hr an gn jor to laſt long : thoſe that had 
more cruel Inclinations, and aſpir*d to be: ſo far powerful, as 
to puniſh for Non-conformity, foreſaw. that this Parliament 
would never put them. in a Capacity to do it; and ſo prevail'd, 
that on the Twenty Ninth of December following, was Diſloly'd 
this Reconciling Parliament , thongh with the foremention'd 
Elogys of that Famous PRINCE ; who, as he was beyond all 
Character , beſt underſtood how to give One, which he did 
here to this Effect, That it ſhould be Call'd to all Pofterity, The 
Bleed, and the Healing Parliament ; - So alſo, he broke oat in- 
to this more Exalted Encomium, and Emphatical Interroga- 


' tory ; That it ſhould be a Rule to his Aftions and Councils, to- 


Conſider ;, what is ſuch 4 Parliament like ro think of this Coun- 
cil of Mine, or this Action? And in this Opinion of his Pars 
liament (though nothing can add more to it's Fame, after ſuch 
a Panegyrick from it's PRINCE ) was he ſeconded by all Hi- 
ſtorians that Deſcribe it, who tell us, Never did KIN G and 
Parliament beter Agree, never was 4 Parliament begun with

]* any one ſhould Ask us now to the Fourth Point : What 
were the good Effetts that follow from this Aſſemblies ſober De= 
bates, and Conſultations * Why! The Anſwer is eaſy and ſhort ; 
Peace, a National and Univerſal Peace;a Peace in Church; a Peace 
in State, ſo Calm and Serene, even to the ſatisfying of a Conſci- 
ence and a Soul; as if the Spirit of G6 O D had moved again up: 
on the Face of the Waters, after a confus'd Deluge, and a Sea 
of Blocd ; as if the holy Dove ir ſelf, had brought the Peaceful 
Branch to our lile, as from the Deluge to an Ark : The Good 
Effects of it cannot better be gueſt, than from the Bad Ones 
that followed it's being Diſſolv'd; ar that they were no greater, 


can only be imputed to the ſuddenneſs of it's Diſſolution, which 


was only worthy to have been Enal-ſs, and what both it's Pre- 
ceding and following one were; truly Perpernal, and Long, 

And toconfirm with the moſt forcible Argument, from mat- 
ter of Fact, the good Effects that follow'd it; therewas nothing 
of a Pl:r heard of, all the the Time of it's Sitting, and whar 
could be theReaſon of ſuch 'a General Calmneſs and Serenity:

And what follow?d pray preſently upon it's Diſſolation, but. 
the Inſurreftion of Yenner,and his Fifth Monarchy-men,fighting 
for Js svs CHR1sT,for fear now of what follow'd; that their 
Reign was like to be but ſhort ? 

When the Oaths of Supremacy began to be tender'd to all ; 
and the Tef# of Abjuration (that ſome thought a Temptation. 
to a ſeeming Perjury ) was indiſcriminately put ; a. thing» 
that Pryz himſelf (that had writ F02 the K I N G's Com-- 
ming fn) tho? agairnft all things before, could oppoſe, as con-- 
trary to Magna Cnarta, when Encroachments in Eccleſi-- 
aſticals began to creep on 3 were there not then too , Deſigns 
and Confſpiracies ſet afoot ; and Barebone, Salmon ,, Wildman , 
Ireton, and Others ſeiz'd, and Committed to ſafe Cuſtody. ? 

When that dreadful St. Bartholomew (as they call'd it ) began 


. to dawn upon the Dsfſenters;, by which day they were oblig'd 


to read Divine Service, according to the Att of Uniformity, 
wear the Veſtments of the Church, or forſake their P«lpaus, 
after all their Endeavours to prevail with a Parliament were in 
vain, and their Application to KING and Coyncil-as Fruitleſs ; 
when the Biſhops were ready, and had provided men forto fill 
the places of /#ch as would not take the Teft; and near twa 
Thouſand were turn*d out upon.it : the Conformiſts reſerving 


« too-much the bitter T aſt of their rough Vſage, notwithſtanding the 


General Amneſty ſo much preſt by the KIN G ;, & one would 
think might have been moſt Rcl:9:onſly' obſery*d by Prelates , 


Did not ther firſt, Fears and Jealouſies begin to Invade the State, 


and even make the Government it ſelf afraid ? ' So Coafcious is 
Oppreſlion of Conſequences that are Fatal ; thar power ir ſeif 
can diſtruſt it's own Weakreſs ; and for this reaſon preſer.tly 
vpon it (being ſenſible of the provocations given in Matters of 
Religion ) Walls were order'd to be pulled down; ſeveral Ci- 
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ties and Towns to be diſmantPd; at the ſame time that the ſe- 
yerities of the Laws were to be put in Execution: and whate 
enſu'd ? but the ſuſpefted Plot of Dgrvers, Ludlow, &c. for 
which Phillips, Towng, Gibbs and Others were Executed. 

Upon the Neck of that , broke out another in the North , 
and while they were Labouring by Rigor to ſuppreſs the Divi- 
ſions in the Church, what did they Raiſe but open Rebellions 
m the Stare? Several of the Confſpirators were Taken; and a 
Commiſſion ſent to York to Try them z fifteen were found Guil- 
ty, the Chief of them, one Capt. Oates : ſome were Exe- 
cuted at York, ſome, at Leeds, ſome in Adjacent Places z and 
ſo univerſal was the Diſcontent upon this encroachment of the 
Liberty of Worſbip, that the ſame Conſpiracy had ſpread it 
ſelf to Londen, and was firſt to have broke forth in /reland, 

In the Sickne/s time, when the K I'N G left London and went 
to Oxford; which, though not Y:ſited, the Diſſenters ſay, they 
found there their P142*e too, the Five-Mile AF, to prevent (as 
they calld it) che ſpreading their Infettion ;, whereby indeed they 
were Baniſh*t Corporations and: Towns » asif they were Tain- 
ted with the Malignancy that Reign'd, and onely fit for a Peſt- 
bouſe ; and that with another Teft to the purpoſe ; why ? 
What enſu'd preſently upon it ? Before the Peſtalence was hard: 
Iy ceas*d, and the KING well return'd to London, but another 
Diſcovery for the Alteration of the Government z of which 
Conſpiracy, one Alexander was the Chief; the City to be Fir'd 
on the Third of Seprember ;, the ſame time, that it was indeed :

Po/zrical ends, 
theſe Laws for Religion muſt remain wanrepeal'd; as if the 
Sacraments themſelves) were only made to be ſubſervient to 
ſome Cz:vil Inſtitutions, and the God of Heaven, but an in- 
ſtrument to work out the inventions of man : if meerly for 
ſecular ends, fo ſacred a being, as the Deity it ſelf muſt be ſo 
ſolemnly i»vok't, (which the beſt Advocates for the cauſe do 
ſeem to confeſs) I am afraid ſuch an Jnvocation may be worſe 
than that to Saints, and be ar leaſt very profane, if not Jdo- 
{atrous ; neither can it be anſwer*'d us, that then all Decla: 
ratios, all Ozths muſt be laid afide; for. the Conſequence 
fails them too, for the Common reaſon of Impoſing then 
is only, or only ſhould be, for the detefting of Fujtice and E- 
quity, the diſcovering of tr#th from falſehood, whereas theſe 
Proteſtations call'd Teſts, are by their own Confeſſion kept a 
foot, only to be [njuriousto their fellow-Subjets that are E: 
quitably born to the Common: Priviledges of their Country, 
andare ſo far from a diſcovery of what is true or falſe, that 
they are made about matters ſo profoundly divine and myſte- 
rious, that it is morally impoſlible for human underſtanding 
to diſcover or find it out, unleſs the ſwearin7 to an Article 
of Faith be found a ſufficient proof of the ſoundn:/s of the 
Dottrine, and the books of Scripture, . Anr:ent Fathers, modern 
Criticks, can be all Confuted, or be better: Expanded by the 
Votes of an houſe of Commons, 

This States-man makes it ſo /ncomprehenſivle for ary that pro- 
feſs themſelves Chriltians, ro go to d;/turb the quiet of a ſtate, 
and over - turn Conſtitutions, only thvat they may be admitted to 
employments : And pray, mult not others then think it as Un- 
chriſtian, to have the profeſſors of the ſame faith, and their 
fellow-Subje&ts excluded from ſuch employs, which as their 
Religion cannot really debar them from, ſo their very Na- 
tive Birth-right demands it: it is falſe in fat, tho they take 
it for granted, that it is the Roman-Catholicks alone that do 
ſo diſturb, and diſquiet the State of the Kingdom; it is only 
theſe Laws that create all this a:/turbance to them, and the 
ſtate, theſe ctabliſht-men would have been loath under the Op: 
preſſion of Oliver, to have merited the Name of diſturbers of 
the Nation ; and ?tis ſhewn before, that ſuffering from a pow- 


er, Legal or UVſurpt, is ſtillthe ſame where the Laws are op- 
preſlive 
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preſſive; and if the Overturning of old Conſtitmrons be a thing 
of that conſideration, (tho hardly a Parliament paſſes in 
which there are not new ones made) if that I ſay be ſuch 
a conſiderable argument, as to make it abſolutely neceſſary 
for our Engliſh Cathol:gues to acquieſce; to continue Dut-Laws, 
more incapacitated them ſome Proteſtant Atlzens + how deſtruc- 
tive mult this be to the Proteſtant Intereſt ſhould the Ko- 
maniſts take an opportunity to return upon us an old Law 
of the Romans, that of 1 alwnis ;, and exclude all the Reformd 
from Trult, with a Teft of Ketaliation ? why we muſt ſubs 
mit, we muſt not endeavour for our Reſtitution, we »»#/t not di- 
fb the ſtare overturn eſtabliſhment,or repeal Laws, And ut 
not we look very ſilly too, when by our own Arguments we have 
ſilenc'd our ſelves? What a formidable blow wall this give to the 
Reformation in England, which was carried on (as ſome ſay) by 
the overturnin; of all that was Antient, and Eſt aileſhr,Sacredand 
Civil, both in Church and State ; and aftord them a Scurvy | 
Argument, That they may overturn with a better warrant than 
they were turd out ; that their alterations will be only a re: 
ſtoring of an old eſtabliſhment, whereas we overturn?d that, to 
ſet up new Conſtitutiens ? In ſhort, if they bring no better Reaſons | 
for our Religion, than its being ſo much Eſtabliſht,it will certainly 
reſolye it ſelf into the Power and Pleaſure of the Pince, 
oY and really be, what they ſo ſcornfally rejeft, truly *Phecarious ; 
_ Oxford for ſurel they muſt ſee,that «ſoon as they had a PyzoteſtantRKing, 
Ny | | | they peſetrl had their Proteſtant Religion : And that in ſpite of 
far more Antient Conſtitutions, and Eſtabliſhments tothe contrary. 
Ple grant him, that every conſtituted body, or Aſſem- 
blv whatſoever, will be willing to make Laws for its own 
ſafety and Pyeſervation : But whatever be the Policy of the 
State, it muſt be ſtil] agreeable to the Rules of Reaſon and E- 
quity ; otherwiſe it proves no more than that ai things are 
Lawful chat are Expeadient;,, and that a Common-wealth, (to uſe 
his own terms, as well-as their ow Conſtitution) tho the reſult 
of an abſolute rebellion, revolc, and defeftion from their 
Pzince, may make what Laws they pleaſe, to prevent any 
Caſual return to there natural Allegiance z or that an Aſſembd 
or tumultuous People, may pull in pieces even. a Penlſioner, to 
provide againſt attempts thet may difurh their peace © and grant- 
ing too that in Political bodies, like to thoſe that are truly 
natural 
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»atural, there will be alway ſomwhat of mate tenderneſs to 
their own Pteſervation ; that gem Principle, ozly reſpects 
all oppoſing of a forre:ign force, and no way determines it to 
domeſtick oppreſſion, no more than if the lazy man that is ſaid 
alway to ſee the Lyon #r the way, ſhould cat off one of his legs, 
that he might the better run away with the ref of his &ar- 
kaſs : 1 am ſorry I can ſay, that this di/membring of our ſelves 
for the difference of Communion at hoe, does no lefs expoſe 
us to Invafions from abroad; but I am ſhare the ſaying is as certain- 
1y Trae, prov'd by Experience & Fatt ; & unavoidable from theſe 
Statutes, and the Laws, for ſhould the beſt Seamar, the beſt 
Souldier, by his birth; or Converſion, be a Papiſt Tonbitt ; he is 
rotally incapacitated, utterly impoſſible to do the leaſt ſervice 
to the Kingdom or the Crown : and why ſhould theſe Drtchpeo- 
ple put-that npon »s, the inconvenience of which they ſee in 
themſelves ; and take all the care to avoid : unleſs they would 
have the more of the Kings Subje*ts unqualify'd to: fight for 
him, only that they might the ſooner invade him. Before the 
making of our firſt Telk ; * when Papiſts Participated of Em- 
ployments, had; their Places in Parlramemt; I cannot 'remem- 

that. my did /mpeach our Froce ; Iam ſure ſome of them 
did us ſignal ſervice in the D=tch Wars, his foes felt too 
much of the force of the Admiral, and ſo may well fear the 
Preferment of his friends. 

What the Reform®d Religion ſuffers from the Romarn-Catho.- 
licks in France, is no' reaſon at all agamft the repealing of 
theſe Laws in England, unleſs they ca the 4rſpoſition of 
zbe Pyinces, and rhe Poliricks of the Two States, to be en- 


tzrely the ſame; which as precationſly, as it is beg'd for an. 


unqueſtionable Trath, if but duly conſider?d, is as poſitively 
Falſe : for the Principle of ow Ring will: not permit him to 
Perſecute, & by the Conſtitation of onr ſtate againſt Proteſtants 
in gereral, jt cannot be done : for ſure fuch a mighty Majority 
mult ſecure them from being /uppreſ#, tho perhaps it carrot 
from oppreſſing all others; and they may as well rell us, that 
the Hugonots in France, are able to Frighten the Papilts , 
and ſubdue them ; ſince the Reform*d thete, have been al- 
ways much more formidable, both by number and force 


than ever the Papiſts can be ſappos'd here; and yet even 
I 2 there, 
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there, notwithſtanding theſe inſinuations, till theſe late revo- 
lutions in the Policy of that State, the Proteſtants were admit- 
ted to Offices and Truſt, in Cuurr, and in Camp, by Sea, and 
by Lard; the truth of which is ſo plain, that to name. the 
Perſons, would be reedleſs and impertinent. 

It is more Dogmatically laid down, than Fud:ciouſly aſſer- 
ted, when he ſays, that it is mpoſſitle ſor Romar-Catholiques 
and Proteſtants to live Peaceably together, when both are put in: 
to places of T1 ruſt : as if Religion, and Divine Illumination, 
mult only diveſt us of Humanity, c:l:ghter vs only ſo far, as 
to /ſce the better how. to fall out among our ſel ves. F:r/t, *ris 

lain, that it is very Unchzitian that it ſhould be ſo. Second- 
y, The contrary appears by practiſe in ſeveral of the neigh- 
bouring ſtates ro Holland, and in ſome Towns that eyen 
they ?:{! call rkeir own; where both Czvil and ILltary matters, 
are manag'd by both; as before we have prov'd, and that wich- 
out theſe ſuggeſted conſequences of Gaines and Animoſities, { 
1hirdly, We our ſelves perceive none of this bad Correſpon- 
dence, from theſe mix prefermexuts that His Majeſty beſtows ; but 
on the contrary a terrer underſtanding; & it would be hatd indeed, 
if the Examination of his Faith, muſt only qualify the man as to 
his merit and d:ſcrr ſhall it be therefore hard for Papilts in Ho/- 
land to be ſhut out of 4M:l:tary Employment, becauſe in the firſt for- 
id. Letter mation of their ſtate, they joyned in the defunce of their publick_ 
Liberty ; (that is, as I conceive in Engliſh) in maintaining that 
revolt they had made from their Lawf#! Pyince ? And jhall it 
not be as J1jurions a piece of Hardſhip, or the greateſt ju/- 
rice to exclude them here from the ſame Employments, when 
they joyu'd with all their Loyal. Fellow-Subjects in the ac- 
fence of their Soverargn, and. in ſome caſes were. more emi- 
ently, and ſolely concern'd in his preſervation ? And where- 
as he inſinuates their being mzxt ſo together in Offices of 
1:uſt, muſt ſo neceſlarily- cauſe this contention and Arnimo- 
ſity * nothing 1s more true than the Contrary ; when al! our 
Jealouſies, and Envy, Emulation, and Diviſion, have. been oc- 
| calion'd by this ingroſling of Office and Preferment, from the 
partiality of the Laws; and men muſt-needs be more apt to 
malign thoſe, that only will allow themſelves to govern, 
than ſuch as will more modeſtly admit any other to ſhare 
f, in. 4 
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in the Government. Whatever has been the ſenſe of ſome 
Church-men, they need not be aſham'd to retract their opi- 
nion, when the Recantation too will only make them better 
Chriſtians, and add the more Credit to their reſtor'd Cha: 
rity ; as many among them never approy'd of the making 
men ſuffer for the Religion of their * Church ; ſo ſeveral of *Yid. Prote- 
them unprejudic'd, thought it Xs hard they ſhould utterly be ſtant Reconci- 

difabPd for all Adminiſtrations in the * Srarte, To tell us, be- 1} pO 
| cauſe we were once of an opinion, we muſt never change it; of the Lords a- 

| is a better Kale in Religion ; and if obſery'd, would have againſt ths 

| prevented all Schiſm , if not hinderd a R&formation, but is Tefs. 
{till a bad Aaxim inthe Politicks of a Common-wealth ; for the 
changes and wonderful revolutions that happen in thoſe as- 

gregated bodies, as well as in our Perſonal and individuals ; 
which miny times in l/s than ſeven years, are mouldred ali 
into new matter, make ſome Con5titnutions and Eſtabliſhments, 

{ Rules and Reaſons, not only ridiculous but ImpraCticable 3 
and we cannot find in Scriptzre too, (unleſs interpreted by the 
whimſeys of ſuch as ſet up for Chri/ts Kingdom) that our Sa- 

viour, has aflur'd us he*ll be with the Government, as well as 

the Church 70 the end of the world. To this Point I. can only 
tell the Penſioner further, that Catholiques here are not made 
uneaſy under their perferments, unleſs it be by theſe Laws that 
make them ſuch Criminals ozly for being prefer?d ; and Pro- 
tcſtants may maintain with them a good Correſpondence, un=
